H. Jarvis, the commander of the revenue 
cutter Bear, containing an account of the 
rescue of the gold seekers who rushed 
into the Kotzebue gold country, Alaska, 
in the summer of 1898.

On arriving there he found a terrible con- 
dition of affairs.

obtained a list of forty-eight deaths. 
Over one thousand of the gold seekers 
had wintered there. The Bear after re- 
lieving as much of the distress as possible 
and leaving stores, lime juice, etce., for 
the survivors, took eighty-two of the sur- 
vivors to St. Michael, where they were 
turned over to the military authorities. 
Lieutenant Jarvis reported that he left 
between 225 and 250 survivors at Kotzebue 
sound. He informed the department that 
he would probably proceed to Cape Bar- 
row and upon his return would touch at 


Men had died of star- | 


Kotzebue sound and pick up any who de- , 


sired to return with him. 

The rush into the Kotzebue country 
was caused by false rumors of rich 
strikes and misleading advertisements. 
Two women and a young baby were 
among those rescued. Another woman, too 
ill to move, was left in care of a Quaker 
missionary and his wife. 

Among the list of destitute persons 
found there by Lieutenant Jarvis is men- 
tioned G. W. Berry, of Virginia.

Commentaries on Dossier Destroyed. | 
M. Labori asked for explanations in |

General Chamoin was drawn into the 
discussion and said that he communicat- 
ed the translation of the Panizzardi tel- 
egram to General Roget while enjoining 
absolute privacy on the subject. When 
asked if he accepted responsibility for 
the document, 
in the affirmative, adding, however, the 
admission that he had made a mistake, 

Colonel Jouaust intimated that the court 
ought to take no notice of the document 
in question. Dreyfus here gave a de- 
tailed story of how he employed his time 
at Bourges from October, 1889, to Feb- 
ruary, 1890. 

He said that he was preparing for his 
examinations and had no time to go to 
cafes or to think of anything outside of 
his duties. This was a reply to General 
Mercier’s assertions that he could have 
learned the secret of the pneumatic brake 


there. 

General Risbourg, who was commander 
of the republican guard in Paris in 18%, 
was the next witness. He described the 
scene with Captain Lebrun-Renault, 
when the witness learned of Dreyfus’a 
alleged confessions to Captain Lebrun-

Evidence Against Esterhazy. 


M. Jules Roche, a deputy and former 
minister, testified as to his acquaintance 
with Esterhazy and of the steps he took 
to procure the admission of Esterhazy in- 
to the war office.

And here we had a 
narrow escape with our lives and a most 
exciting experience with the robbers. 

“When near LaGrande, our destination, 
it seemed that all the town had come out 
to meet us. They asked about the robbers, 
and when told of our miraculo.g escape 
could not believe their own senses. They 
looked all around us for soldiers, and 
when informed by our interpreter that we 
trusted in God, not soldiers, they express- 
ed most wonderful surprise.

We took the mix- 
ture and stirred it up in the bowl, eating 
it afterwards with our fingers.

The more the subject is invesugated, 
the more imperative it becomes thal 
We slould uo something to promote 
higher education in Georgia, 
The recent letter of Judge J. H. 
Lumpkin, in reference to the building 
up of the Brown {und in the state uni- | 
versity, is attracting wide attention to 
this subject, and among other letters 
which have been received is one from 
Mr. Victor L. Smith, in which he sec- 
onds the proposition of Judge J.ump- 
kin in a practical way. 
The precise proposition of Judge 
Lumpkin is this, that the interest on 


each .$2,500 will ferever keep one 
Student upon the roil of the | 
university. If the alumni in each | 


city or consMerable town but get to- 
‘gether they could establish one, two. 
‘or more scholarships, which they would 
have the privilege to keep filled. Un- 
ider this plan there should be a schol- 
,arship certainly for each county in 
'the state to be awarded to worthy 
‘young men to obtain an education, the 
principle of which is to be repaid with 
interest. In the establishment of such 
'a fund an opportunity is created for 
‘the education of voung men, am- 
‘bitous of bettering themselves, which 
‘they can avail themselves of, without 
loss of: personal resnvect, and under cir- 
cumstances which would call into play 
‘their highest manhood. 

_ It would seem to be a matter of su- 
/pererogation to speak of the necessity 
‘of higher education. We have referred 
to this subject so fully that we are sure 
‘all people must understand it. As the 
‘race is between individuals in the fight 
‘for position in Mfc, the prize going to 
‘the man of trained hand and brain, 
so it is with each community and with 
each state, as against every other com- | 
munity and state. Under previous 
conditions, the states of the south 
have been enabled to hold the suprem- 
acy in the affairs of the union. Up 
until the year 1860 it was the brain and 


to the country its high place among 
the nations. That was because we had 
‘the University of Virginia, the Univer- 
sity of Georgia and other institutions 
of like standard, which furnish men of 
high education for public affairs. 

_ During the forty years which have 
‘passed, however, a change has taken 
place. We now see Harvard univer- 
sity with a fund of $12,000,000 invested. 
We see Yale supplied with money to 
such an extent that the faculty is at 
loss for a profitable way in which to 
use it. There is Cornell, amply 
equipped and endowed, and even out 
in California the great university 
which has been established upon the 
millions left it by the late Senator 
Stanford. Thus it is we find the uni- 
versities and colleges of the north and 
west so fully officered and equipped 
that a complete education igs within the 
réach of all who seek it. As an ex- 
ample of this growing spirit, the cur- 
rent news dispatches carry the story 
of George W. Clayton, of Denver, who 
has left by will $1,000,000-for the es- 
tablishment of a university in that 
place. 

Challenging as all this may be to 
our pride, the worst ig yet to be told. 
Here within the city of Atlanta, crown- 
ing the hilltops around her suburbs, 
are two magnificent universities en- 
dowed with millions for the education 
of black men, while the white men, 
whose toil and brain and perseverance 
have made the city, stand around like 
paupers on the outer gates. People of 
Georgia, should this state of things 
continue? Are you willing that your 
sons should be the serfs and slaves, 
while the sons of the black men whom 
you lately owned will be the posses- 
sors of the golden key which unlocks 
‘the treasure house of information? If 
you are unwilling for this, then you 
must be up and doing. You must estab- 
lish your institutions of higher educa- 
ition upon such a basis that they can 
keep ‘pace with the work which is done 
elsewhere. You must put your univers!- 
ty upon such a standing that it can 
meet the requirements wf higher educa- 
tion, as well as to give accommodation 
to all who seek it. 

Let us emphasize this fact, that it 
will not do to await upon the action 
of legislation. It will not do to await 
any large state-wide movement, but 
the question must be taken up as a lo- 
cal one, each town feeling that it 
belongs to itself alone. Are there 
not today in the cities of Griffin, New- 
nan, LaGrange, Marietta, Gainesville 
and others, young men just out of 
their high school course anxfous to 
go to the university and yet unable 
to do so, for want of funds? Will the 
public-spirited man of Griffin—we ap- 
peal to him directly, as well as to his 
companion business man in the other 
cities named—stand by and see the fire 

of Griffin’s genius squelched for the 
beggarly sum which it would take to 
enable a young man to attend the uni- 
versity? 7

plan has worked well in Georgia in 
giving good candidates and in satisfy- 
ing the people with the works of their 
own hands and it cannot fail to eive 
the same satisfaction in Mississipy.

With the history of this interesting 
people our readers are doubtless famil- 
lar. Retiring to the inland of Africa, 
where they might be free to build their 
homes and live to themselves without 
molestation, they have built up a typi- 
cal rural democracy, in which presi- 
dent and people are on equal terms 
and amid surroundings free from all 
the vices of the great centers of pop- 
ulation. 

As English adventurers approached 
nearer to the frontier of this interest- 
ing republic, they began to covet a 
land which belonged to another, and 
finally pressing over the border line, 
have assumed the air of masters where 
they were but sojourners and have at- 
tempted to coerce the Boers into sub- 
mission to their will. These Uitlanders 
or foreigners, as it may be translated, 
have no business within the limits of 
this republic unless the people there 
were willing to receftve them, The ad- 
venturers at the head of the govern- 
ment of Cape Colony encouraged this 
invasion of the rights of an unoffend- 
ing power. Backed by the secretary of 
state forthecolonies of Great Britain 
these men have grown bold, and now 
war is threatened on the part of Great 
Britain against the little Dutch repub- 
lic, because it will not yield to the un- 
just demands of a stronger power. 

It is somewhat amusing, therefore, 
to read in the dispatches that the Eng- 
lish government is displeased because 
Oom Paul holds it off by diplomatic

Has the town of Rennes, where Dreyfus 
is now belng tried, any particular his- 
torical associations? PrP. M. P. 

In answer to this question we quote the 
folowing Information from The Chicago 
Times-Herald: 


an ordinary commercial town in western 
France, and unknown to. most of the 
world until is became the temporary resl- 
dence of the celebrated prisoner, dates 
from the very beginning of the Christian 
era, and posseSses a history resplendent 
with mediaeval pageagtry and tales of 
'chivalric daring. It was the capital and 
| chief city df Brittany In the days of its 
independence. Here th®' warrior dukes of 
Brittany assembled their parliament. 
Here Constance, duchess of Brittany, and 
queen, celebrated for her sorrows by 
Shakespeareg was married to Geoffrey 
Piantagenet. Here it was that her son, 
Arthur, afterward so cruelly murdered by 
his uncle, John of England, was crowned 
duke of Brittany. 

“It was at Rennes that Bertram du 
Guesclin, famous constable of France and 
aptly called its clive, was ‘born, and 
this was the land and this was the peo- 
ple whose independence not even he, vic- 
torious against all others, could con- 
quer. It is saftd they broke his heart, 
these sturdy, liberty-loving people of 
Brittany. No Breton ever after spoke to 
him, and though he Jaid the foundation 
of. the greatness of France by driving 
out the English and bringing the various 
principalities of Franee under the rule 
of the king, the Breton blood was too 
powerful in him for him to forget in the 
midst of his greatness his expatriation 
and the hatred his own people bore him. 

“In 1720 a terrible fire broke out in the 
middle of the town and raged six days. 
No effort was made to put it out by the 
disheartened citizens, and when its work 
was done nothing was left of its antique 
charm but a few buiidings on the out- 
skirts and the old Roman gate, which fs 
now the only object of interest to the 
tourist in the present city. Today it Its 
modern and commonplace. The buildings 
which replaced the old ones have for 
their chief merit spaciousness and clean- 
liness; of architectural beauty of design 
there is verv little. The Palais de Justice 
or courthouse ts one of the most Inter- 
esting buildings in the city from its ass»o- 
ciation. The Breton parllament used to 
assemble there. 

“Of churches Rennes has no lack. The 
cathedral, begun in 1180 and not com- 
pleted until 1357, is a marvel of bad taste 
on the outside, being a mixture of tuscan, 
| gothic, doeric and ionie, and the interior 
|a famous critic has likened to a stock 
exchange or corn market. Morlaix gate 
is the Meeca or artists who visit Rennes. 
It is a fine sample of Roman military ar- 
chitecture, and dates from the third cen- 
tury A. VD. Through it all the dukes: had 
to pass to be crowned, and here all new 
rulers were met by the bishops and 
clergy, Who exacted the promise that 
their rights should be maintained.”

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SOUTHERN GOVERNORS 
SPEAK ABOUT PROSPERITY 


The governors of severa] southern states 
have been quoted by The New York 
World upon the present condition of the 
country. 

Governor Allen D. Candler, of Georgia, 
says: 

“Business conditions in Georgla are 
fairly good. The volume of trade is not 
large, but a goo! healthy condition pre- 
vails Industrial, and farming activity 
reported in the west is not felt to any 
great extent in Georgia. Industrial ea- 
terprises are more profitable than farm- 
ing. Cotton is so low that our farmers 
cannot prosper. Banks have an abuh- 
dance of money, but thete is Mttle in the 
hands of the country people. ~ 

“Manufacturing is on the increase and 
manufacturers are doing very well. All 
are making more money. Wages in the 
factories are tending upward and most 
employers are paying slightly better 
wages than they pald a year ago. Wages 
of farm laborers have not advanced and 
cannot until a better prica is pall for 
cotton. 

“The rates of Interest are lower than 
at any time since the close of the war of 
secession. The prevailing rates are 6 to 
8 per cent, according to ‘ength of time 
end character of security.” 
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Goverror Johnston of Alabama: 

"Th sections of the state that are now 
prospering are confined to the mine-cal 
and timter regions; the low price of cot- 
ton, even with a large crop, offers little 
return to the most industrious -and capa- 
ble cultivation The coal, iry and lumber 
irdustries are making money ard prosper- 
ing; wages have advanced in thes, and 
the market valua of the product has In- 
creased considerably. 

“The general conditions are better 
than a year ago. The general interest 
rate is & per cent in the state, though 
tower rates are had in a few localities. 
There is little money tn the hands of the 
people, and especially is this the case of 
the agricultura] sections. 

“The greatest gain that has been made 
has been in the fron industries, the price 
of pig iron having about doubled within 
twelve months.

From 
January list to July 1, 1899, charters for 
rew enterprises issued by the secretary 
of state represent a capital invested of 
$2,500,000, and commissions for charters 
during the same period, some of which 


have not yet been granted, have been 
issued for new enterprises representing 
something over $5,000,000. Several char- 


ters have been issued since July Ist. 

“In two cases charters for new cotton 
mills have been granted representing over 
$2,000,000. A new mill will be built at Co- 
lumbia with a capital of $1,500,000, and one 
at Union with a capital of $600,000. 

“There is scar¢ely a ‘town in the state 
of any size withput a cotton mill, and it 
has been found profitable to have the 
mills near the cotton growing b2lt. There 
are now under construction in thé state 


rew mills representing over 200,00 
8} indles. 
“But not only in cotton milling has 


there been progress, but cotton seed oll 
mills and roller flour mills are to be 
foind in every section ,of the state. As 
a result cf the roller lis, more atten- 
tien is beirg given to wheat growing. 
“Experiments in tobacco culture have 
Proved successful, and the experiments 
are being extended to every section of 
the siate, and our crop this year will not 
fall far behind that of Virginia. Cur 


farmers have realized the importance and 
the necessity of diversified farming, and 


do not cepend on cotton as the sole 
money crop. The result is ai awakening 
in and a revival of agriculture. 

Bi - mage 4 is more plentiful and more 
easily obtained and at more reasonable 
rates of interest. 

“In natural advantages no state in the 
urion excels South Carolina, and with in- 
creased manufacturing enterprises and 
diversified farming we are enteriny upon 
an era of prosperity unparalleled ‘n the 
history of the stzte.’’ 

Mr. S. T. Bruner, of the North Carolina 
agricultural department: 

“First, excellent business conditions pre- 
Vall in this state, fair prices are paid 


for hon gone = and labor. There is much 
a ing going on in all parts of the 
ate. 


“The farming boom at the west is not, 
however, felt here. But special farming 
—trucking and fruit-growing-is increas- 
ing the profits of many southern farmers. 
The tndustries that show the greatest 
eains are cotton mills, tobacco and furni- 
ture factories. 

“Crops are promising to the extent that 
the tobaéco crap is above normal, and 
rowers are curing well. 

“The prospective corn corp is 38,000,000 
to 40,000,000 bushels; wheat is not so good, 
but amounts to 4,500,000 bushels: oats 
8,000,000 bushels: sweet potatoes, 6,000, 
bushels. The tobacco crop this year will 
8 pean 12,500,000 pounds, and cotton 
will approximate 350,000,000 bales. 

‘There are no Jess than 205 miles of alF 
kinds now operating in the state, and ten 
more,are under construction. The tenden- 
cy is to place the mills where the raw 
material for manufacturing can be got.

Governor McMillin, of Tennessee: 


“In some lines of industry and of traffic 
there is improvement over the condition 
hat prevailed two years or one year ago. 
The improvement is not found ejther in 
the production or sale of farm products 
that there is in the price of these things 
which are owned or controlled by the 
trusts. Those things the trusts can raise 
at will and to as high a price, as they 
please, therefore the commodities which 
the farmer has to sell have not improv- 
ed in value as have those things which 
he has to buy. 

“The improvement in the coal and tron 
industries in the south has been /very 
marked. Pig tron Is being sold in many 
places in the south at more than double 
what it costs to produce. Corn and wheat 
still remain low, but with little prospect 
of improvement, and tn this state with a 
very short crop in stght.

This not only ylelds handsome re- 
turns, but employs large Mumbers of }ta- 
borers and gives exceedingly remunera- 
tive trensportation rates to the railroads 
so fortunately situated as to get the 
traffic. 

“The natural resources of Tennessee area 
so wonderful and varied that we will be 
able to get along while any one else 
coming near us does.”

WARING’S ASHES NEGLECTED 
BY MEMBERS OF HIS FAMILY 


From The New York Herald. 

In a vault at the crematory on Swin- 
burne Island, surrounded by the ashes of 
unclaimed and pauper dead, those of Colo- 
nel George Waring have been allowed 
to lie for almost a year, without 80 oberon 
as an inquiry concerning them by family 
or friends. The plain tin can containing 
them {s marked only by the plain inscrip- 
tion of his name. 

Thus is being cared for all that remains 
of that public servant whose death was 
due to yellow fever contracted while in 
Cuba in the service of the government. 

Dr. A. H. Doty, health officer of the 
port, who has charge of Swinburne Island, 
yesterday confirmed the report that Colo- 
nel Waring’s ashes were in the vault. 
Dr. Doty said they had been left in his 
charge by Mrs. Waring, who, at the time 
the body was cremated, said she had no 
place to put them. She merely asked that 
Dr. Doty take charge of them 1itil she 
called for them. That was nearly a year 
ago, and no word Kas come from the 
widow. 

Dr. Doty said that, in relating the cir- 
cumstances, he meant in no way, to re- 
flect on Mrs, Waring or the members of 
Colonel Waring’s family, and that he felt 
sure that whenever the widow was in a 
position to take care of the ashes she 
would have them removed from Swin- 
burne Island. Until that time they would 
remain there in his care. 

“They are safer there than anywhere 
else,” said Dr. Doty. “‘The vault is spe- 
cjally built for the purpose of keeping 
ashes, and is entirely separate from the 
erematory. Only my deputy and myself 
visit {t. It 1s locked and otherwise care- 
fully guarded. 

“Tt js true that In the vault are the 
ashes of many unclaimed dead, but Colo- 
nel Warine’s are in a separate compart- 
ment. Some of the dead whose ashes are 
there—most of them, in fact—died during 
the rholera epidemic about seven years 
ago. Others are victims of yellow fever. 
There ts still considerable room in the 
yault, but !f it should become filled, some 
of the urns would have to be disposed of. 
They might be sunk in the bay.” — 

Dr. Doty sald that before anything of 
that sort was done he would make eve¥~ 
effort to notify friends of the dead, if 
there were any. Most of the dead were 
immigrants, therefore the consuls of the 
countries from which they came would 
be appealed to in order to trace their 
friends. 

“Or course, nothing of that sort would 
need to be done in the case of Colonel 
Waring’s ashes,” added Dr. Doty. “I 
consider them in mv personal care and I 
would notify Mrs. Waring, if there were 
need of it. Immediately after Colonel 
Waring’s death there was talk of érert- 
ing a monument in his memory, and I 
think perhaps Mrs. Waring thought it 
possible the public might want to have 
the ashes placed near the monument. 
For this reason she may have decided to 
leave them in my care until the matter 
was decided.”’ 

Dr. Doty said he did not know : Mrs. 
Warine'’s whereabouts. 

Colonel Waring’s work as head of the 
street cleaning department of this city 
made him famous. His wide knowledge 
of sanitation led to his appointment by 
President MeKinley in October, 1898, as a@ 
spectal commissioner to erect ramp sites 
in Cuba and to suggest measures for the 
drainage of Havana. 

He returned from Havana on the Yuca- 
tan on October 2th, having finished his 
work. He was fll when he arrived here. 

Yellow fever soon developed, and he 
died at his home, No. 175 Second avenue, 
four days after he reached home. His 
body was immediately taken by Dr. Doty 
to Swinburne Island and cremated. 

Prominent citizens immediately began 
talking of a monument for him. 
came the disclosure that he died compara- 
tively poor. Prartically all he owned was 
a house In Newport, and the furniture, 
bric-a-brac and paintings In his apart- 
ments in this city. He left a small sum 
of money, which was divided between his 


widow and daughter. 
It was proposed, first by former Mayor 


Strong, that Instead of a monument being’ 


erected a fund be created for the bene- 
fit of Mrs. Waring. This suggestion met 
with instant approval. Subscriptions 
poured in until $100,000 was raised. This 
sum was placed with a trust company and 
the income will go to Mrs. Whring and 
her daughter during their lives, and at 
their death the principal will be used to 
endow a ehair of municipal economy in 
Columbia university. 

To the public that contributed gener- 
ously to the fund it was not known that 
Colonel Waring'’s ashes were practically 
unclaimed in a vault with those of pau- 
per dead on Swinburne Island. 

At the office of the firm of Waring, 
Chapman & Farquar, No. 874 Broadway, 
with which Colonel Waring was assocli- 
ated, it was said yesterday that Mrs. 
Waring when last heard from was at 
Dellwood, White Bear, Minn., spending 
the summer with her daughter. Guy 
Waring, Colonel Waring’s son, is said to 
be in Calumet, O., and @. Everett Hill, 
of No. &74 Broadway, executor of Colonel 
Waring’s estate, was yesterday out of the 
city.

Now Van Houten’s place is not molested, 
as he has been found not gullty, and 
Cannon's place Is clased. I am here to 
ask for justice and equity. l ask that 
Cannon be allowed to keep open his place 
until this matter is settled by a higher 
court. We have taken an appeal, and 
since the other place is not found to be 
violating the law, we want Cannon to 
stay open until the supreme court has 
decided upon the matter.’’

Hospitable’ and ‘‘A Simple Heart"’ in 1877,

“Mme. Bovary” is a study of provin- 
Clal life. It is the most perfect reaiistic 
novel in French literature—the master- 
piece of a poet, a stylist and a rare ob- 
server, all in one. Mer. Dupanloup said 
of it: “It is true Ifke truth.” 
asked how he knew that. “Well,” he an- 
swered, “‘when I was a priest in che 


women.” Flaubert’s lynx-eyed powers of 
observations were concentrated upon 
Mme. Bovary, whose life of moral weak- 
and wickedness he sketched with 
flawless accuracy and consummate lit- 
erary perfection. 

“Salambo" takes us up into 
world. Instead of a portraiture of Nor- 
man life we are ushered into Cartha- 
ginian antiquity. Carthage is reprcesent- 
ed with most minute details—fruits of 
a tireless erudition—as it was at the time 
of the war of mercenaries, which follow- 
ed the first Punic war. Salammbo, a 
young Carthaginian priestess, plays the 
usual part of Flaubert’'s women amid 
the scenes of accumulated horrors and 
cruelties with which that war ifs asso- 
clated. It is rather an archaeological 
study than a novel, the fictitious cle- 
ment being slight. The heroine is an ex- 
quisite charcoal design upon a most able 
and most conscientious historical recon- 


struction. 
The “Sentimental Education,’ an in- 


adeqvately named novel, is an attempt to 
sketch the Parisian life of the last half 
of Louis Philippe’s reign, when Flaubert 
was a student in the French capital. 
Notwithstanding its great qualities of ob- 
servation, and, above all, of styie und 
description, the personages are lifeless, 
The book is poorly composed and yet 
one feels the touch of a strong hand.

Constitution: I ask space in your col-

In the Atlanta Journal of the 19th 
instant appeared an article which, 
while not bearing the signature of H. 
M. Atkinson, was, as I had been re- 
Hably informed, published at the in- 
stance of Mr. Atkinson, who was then 
eceking certain franchises from the 
mayor and general council of Atlanta. 
The character of the article was such 
that. when council met on the 2ist in- 
stant, I f2lt not only justified, but it 
was my duty to denounce Mr, Atkin- 
son in very severe terms. In doing 
this I used some language of a seem- 
ingly sectional character, the limita- 
tion, application and intention of which 
was understood by those who heard 
it, and which has already been ex- 
p.ained in your paper.

I expected when I used the 
language that it would be resented, 
and determined to abide the conse- 
quences, as I do not think any man 
ought to say or do anything, any- 
where, that he will not assume full re- 
sponsibility for.

An excellent likeness of the late Henry 
W. Grady will be hung in the hall of the 
Literary apd Debating Society of the 
Boys’ High school when the term opens 
next month, and public exercises and an 
unveiling will be held September 15th. 

The picture is a life-sized bust painting 
of the great orator and was purchased 
for the school by the pupils last year. 
The painting was made by Artist Millard 
Cox, and has just been completed. 

Before the school term ended last year 
an executive committee consisting of 
Jacob R. Haas, chairman; M. 8S. Johnson, 
Fort Scott, Guy Meyers and Arthur Haas 


was appointed by Professor W. M. Slaton 
to arrange for the painting of this por- 
trait to be hung in the hall of the school. 

A considerable amount of money was 
raised by the efforts of the pupils of the 
school and Artist Cox was commissioned 
to make the painting. He at once began 
the work and has been engaged upon the 
picture for some time past. 

lt was completed several days ago and 
is now at the Boys’ High school awaiting 
the time when it shall be hung in the so- 
clety’s hall. At that time interesting and 
appropriate exercises will be held and 
speeches will be made. 

Members of the executive committee will 
make a presentation speech and mem- 
bers of the school will receive it in like 
manner. The ceremony will be of an en- 
tertaining character and will doubtless be 
witnessed by many of the friends of the 
school. 

The painting of the late Henry W. 
Grady will be the first of a number of 
paintings of famous orators, statesmen, 
authors, journalists and other public men 
that will be secured by the pupils of the 
Boys’ High school and hung in the hall 
of the Alciphronian iterary and Debat- 
ing Society. 

The movement was first suggested by 
Professor W. M. Slaton and was enthu- 
siastically taken up by the members of 
the senior class with such success that 
the present painting was secured through 
their united efforts. Professor Slaton en- 
tered heartily into the plan and it was 
mainly through his direction that the 
excellent portrait became the property of 
the school. 

“T believe,” said Professor Slaton, when 
the matter was first suggested that the 
presence of the paintings of famous men 
will act as a stimulus to the students of 
the high school. ‘he influence of char- 
acter will be felt to a certain degree, and 
I am firmly of the opinion that they will 
excite interest {n the minds of the mem- 
bers of the school. 

“It is our intention to secure, if possl- 
ble, paintings of a number of celebrated 
men, and these will be placed on the walls 
of the soctety hall. Our first effort in this 
line has met with gratifying success and I

BRIDGE PLANS HAVE 
BREN APPROVED 


City Engineer Clayten Has Examined 
the New Plans. 


WILL BE A FINE STRUCTURE 


Bids Have Been Received in Wash- 
ington by Southern Railway. 


WORK WILL SOON BE COMMENCED 


New Bridge Will Have a Span of 
Sixty Feet and Will Be a 
Handsome Structure. 


At the meeting of the aldermanic board 
yesterday afternoon the matter of the 
elty appropriating $2,500 toward the con- 
structure of the new bridge to be built by 
the Southern railway on Whitehall street, 
near Humphries, came up, and the action 
of council was unanimously concurred in. 

This action definitely disposes of the 
bridge problem which has been the sub- 
ject of 80 muca complaint among citizens 
of Whitehall street and the vicinity, 

City Engineer Clayton yesterday ap- 
proved the bridge plans which had been 
submitted to him and which he showed 
to the members of the aldermanic board 
at yesterday's meeting. Bids have already 
been received in Washington for work on 
the new structure, and it is expected that 
the contract will be let some time next 
week. 

The plans call for an exceedingly fine 
steel bridge which will be an ornament 
to that portion of Whitehall street now 
occupled by thre old wooden affair which 
has been an eyesore for some time past. 

The bridge will have a total span of 
sixty feet with solid stone abuttments 
on elther side of the street. Between the 
abuttments are three steel columns which 
support the superstucture. The roadway 
is forty feet wide ,and on either side 
are ten-foot sidewalks. The pavement will 
be of vitrified brick laid on concrete. 

The estimated cost of the bridge is in 
th nighborhood of $13,000. Work will doubt-

VETERAN COOK AND 
HIS WIFE BETTIE 


Mest Notable Case of Marital Trouble 
in Police Circles. 


EACH CLAIMS PERSECUTION 


Cook in Police’ Court Once Again 
Yesterday Afternoon.

‘that the man vows the wife is following 
him up and will not let him depart in 
peace; and the woman vows the husband 
is following her up and will not let hee 
depart in peace. 

Cook made an appearance in the police 
court yesterday afternoon and the same 
cla story of a row with his wife was 
| brought out. 

He is a geod talker and made a most 
earnest and pathetic appeal to the record- 
er, but he got a fine of $3.70, and is now 
in the city stockade for seven days. 

Cook first came into notoriety about 
cight years ago when he was arrested 
upon a sick bed for trying to cut his 
wife's throat with a razor. He called 
her to his bedside and she leancd loving- 
iy over him, asking him how she could 
minister unto him in his illness, he whip- 
red out a razor from under his pillow 
and slashed her across the throat. For 
this he was convicted, 

The couple separated, or pretended to 
separate, and ever since then they have 
fussed aid fought, and the police have 
arrested both of them a number of times. 

About a month ago they parted for more 
than the seventeenth time. Night before 
last the wife called forthe police and 
had her husband arrested. 

In the police court yesterday Mrs. Cook 
said: 

“Judge, is there no power on earth to 
make this man let a poor sick woman 
die in peace? I left him and he followed 
me up, and beeause I would aot live with 
hia: agein he has cursed and abused me.” 

Ccok raised his one good hand in a 
gesturs of surprise and protestation. 

“Oh, judge,” he exclaimed, “it is the 
woman who has followed me up. And I 
ask you is there no power under God's 
sun to make her stay away from me and 
let me alone?’ 

oth sides had witnesses, but the wo- 
man had the best of the evidence, and 
the recorder replied to their joint appeal 
for deliverance as follows: 

“There is a power to give you both 
temporary relief and that is a little trip 
to the city stockade. It looks as if the 
man is to blame in this instance; and Il 
will fine him $3.75.’’ 

“Judge, I haven't a cent in the world,” 
| said Ccok, “and I am sick and can't work

“Then you can go to the city stockade 
for-a week,” was the recorder's reply, 
‘and you will be rid of the persecution 
of which you complain for that length of 
time.’”’

Atkinson nowing 
that I had a heavy waiking cane in 
my hand and he nothing, could not be 
expected to put me upon notice of his 
approach. Self-protection demanded 
that he should take me unawares and 
self-respect demanded that he should 
whip me, or endeavor to do so, at the 
earliest opportunity. Feeling that he 
was justifiable in. taking a seeming 
advantage, I had no hesitation on his 
trial, when asked by hig counsel to 
make a statémefit, to express to the 
court my opinion that Mr. Atkinson 
was justifiable (not'in law, but under 
the rules which honorable men recog- 
nize) in the manner assault, 
and went further and stated that I 
thought more highly of him than I did_ 
at the same hour the day before—not 
at any time before, becanse lL ean 
never feel toward Mr. Atkinson as I 
once did. I would déspise myself if I 
could not fairly, justly and truly 
represent the conduct of an enemy 
and not wilifully suffer him to remain 
under unjust reproach by my silence, 
aithough in moments of passion I 
might use mean or uncalled-for ex- 
pressions. The rule of my life to 
wronzs no man by word, deed or si- 
lence, and to repair any wrong I may 
have done unwittingly. I would 
rather have the approval of my own 
consclence than the plaudits of the 
world; but I do not like to be mis- 
represented or misunderstood. What- 
ever of approval or disapproval my 
conduct meets with when rightly 
understood, ‘I cheerfully submit to, 
and shall be content with whatever 
judgment friends. or may pass 
upon me when this candid and truth- 
ful statement is read, or made known 
to them in your columns.
